has the battery for further use on his 
set while the user1 of dry cells has 
nothing a bunch of old worn out bat- 
teries to show for his expenditure.

BATTERIES FOR RESULTS 


Here are a few suggestions for tak- 


ing- care of your "A" battery: 


1 See that the connections are clean 


and tight, and it Is advisable to scrape 
off the wire or terminal connections 
going out ot the battery so that they 
are bright and will form a good con- 
tact. 


2. See that there is no acid or water 


spilled upon the top of the battery 
which would cause voltage leakage be- 
tween the cells. Keep the top of the 
battery dry
